ITALIAN PATRIOT AVENGED AT 


LAST

WITH THE ITALIAN 
ARMIES 


AFIELD, Sept. 8 (By Mail)—After 
Hixty-nine years, almo.st to the very 
date, fate has seen to it that Italian 
vengcunco which is long Mul.'cring b,.,;, 
never forgetting, has jcen 
satisfied 


and the martyrdom by Austrian gen- 
darmes of Ciceruacehio, an ardent Uo- 
man patriot, is now avenged on the 
books o.f Justice. 


In August, 1849, -following the trag- 


ic retreat of Garibaldi over part of 
the same-territory where- the Italians 
ar'c again fighting1 .^ustHa for com* 
plete national and racial 
freedom, 


Ciceruacchio was taken prw 
the initiative of an Austrian 
gen- 


darme official lie was given a sum- 
mary court martial and quickly exe- 
cuted. A'little later orders to sus- 
pend the sentence came from higher 
authorities. 


A little tablet at Porto Tollc on the 


lower Fo marks thu spot where Cico;- 
uacchio paid the penalty to Austrian 
hatred for his efforts in bthalf of 
Italian freedom. 


His death, like that of thousand;: of 


other Italian patriots wiio iiave .suf- 
fered a similar martyrdom at Austri- 
an hands,, went unavenged until Aug- 
ust of this year. 


On the morning of AutfUid 26, dur- 


ing a raid by Austrian air-planes on 
towns back of the Italian front, an 
Austria^ airplane was brought tiown 
above Porto Tolle and fell directly in 
front of the tablet commemorating 
the martyrdom of Ciceruacchio.

ITALIAN PATRIOT AVENGED AT 


LAST

AFIELD, Sept. 8 (By Mail)—After 
Hixty-nine years, almo.st to the very 
date, fate has seen to it that Italian 
vengcunco which is long Mul.'cring b,.,;, 
never forgetting, has jcen 
satisfied 


and the martyrdom by Austrian gen- 
darmes of Ciceruacehio, an ardent Uo- 
man patriot, is now avenged on the 
books o.f Justice. 


In August, 1849, -following the trag- 


ic retreat of Garibaldi over part of 
the same-territory where- the Italians 
ar'c again fighting1 .^ustHa for com* 
plete national and racial 
freedom, 


Ciceruacchio was taken prw 
the initiative of an Austrian 
gen- 


darme official lie was given a sum- 
mary court martial and quickly exe- 
cuted. A'little later orders to sus- 
pend the sentence came from higher 
authorities. 


A little tablet at Porto Tollc on the 


lower Fo marks thu spot where Cico;- 
uacchio paid the penalty to Austrian 
hatred for his efforts in bthalf of 
Italian freedom. 


His death, like that of thousand;: of 


other Italian patriots wiio iiave .suf- 
fered a similar martyrdom at Austri- 
an hands,, went unavenged until Aug- 
ust of this year. 


On the morning of AutfUid 26, dur- 


ing a raid by Austrian air-planes on 
towns back of the Italian front, an 
Austria^ airplane was brought tiown 
above Porto Tolle and fell directly in 
front of the tablet commemorating 
the martyrdom of Ciceruacchio.
